He wss one ol the 
leaders ol ths seceding Mellon ol the Ancient 
Order ol Uiberniana three er tour yaara ago 
and wben the discord la the orgaolxatioa

In the 
kindred organization — the Clan-na-Gael— be 
won the hostility of the sell-same leaden. Ue 
waa ezpelled from their organiza- 
tion at tbrtr beheat He waa branded ss s 
traitor. Ria name was written on the 
blsrkboard of every Clao-na Gsel camp 
in the country as a traitor to Ireland. Whe 
the clan.r.s-Oael Society passed from 
the control ot Cronln's Ir sh political ene- 
mlca Cronln waa restored and the record o 
h-a ao-called treason was blotted out 
He waa thoroughly v.adtcated. Instead or 
being tne accused he became the accuser. 
He presided as chle! officer of the Irish 
Claa-na-tiael convention held In Hershey 
Hall in this city last June He formulated 
charges on that occasion agslaat a former 
leader of the I nab societies.

Train Thrown from ths Track. 



—forty-five People More or Less Hurt, 
Sr. Louis, May 25.— Tha westbound train 
an tbe Bt Louis snd Ban Francisco rail- 
road which left Bt Louis last night st 8:11 
was wrecked at a point three miles west 
of Bolllvsn, Ma, which pises Is sixty- 
eight mUes west of St. Louis Not a pas- 
senger escaped unhurt, and fifteen ara 
known to hsve been seriously Injured, 
though no death, are yst reported. The 
train waa run a iog at a high rate of spaed, 
wben suddenly and without warning, the 
track gave away and the locomotive,- bag- 
gage car and five ooaches want over 
tbe embankment The trainmen and 
those only slightly injured at once set to 
work to prevent the additional horror of 
fire, In which ther succeeded, and than 
turned their attention to the more un- 
fortunate Injured, and In a very short 
time forty- five passengers, all badly hurt, 
bad been released from tffe debris A 
temporary hospital wa. improvised at 
Sullivan, and the most seriously Injured 
were taken there, while other, were 
brought to 8t Louis on ths relief train, 
which wss hurried to tbe scene of disaster. 
The wounded are under ths care ot Dr. 
Mclntyrs, chief surgeon of the road. The 
explanation given of it by the trainmen to 
the pssseogers wss thst tbe splks. and 
fish-plates bad been removed from tbe 
rail at tbe curve, thus leaving tha rail 
loose on the ties Tbe forward portion of 
the locomotive passed the place all right, 
but tbe tender jumped tba track snd waa 
thrown part of ths way dowa an embank- 
ment It would probably have gone the 
entire distance had not the forsrsrd end 
held It up. Who removed tbe spikes and 
plates Is not known, but the supposition Is 
the work wss done by train robbers, who 
wanted to hold up ths train. Still no rob- 
bers put in an appearance, and, If the ac- 
cident waa caused by them, tbsy must 
have either weakened on their purpose, or 
have thrown the wrong train and were 
not prepared to do their work at that
